the Throne of 1847 and the 6th Resolution passed at 
the Privy Council of the 20th November 1851 - That it 
is expedient to grant them the sixty five stand of 
arms & ammunition when in actual service and the 
armory and drill reoms which they ask for, and that 
it is left to the Governor of Oahu (the said arms to 
be placed under the guard of the Gov. and the keys 
left in his hands) to lay the whole before the King 
as General in Chief for his approval, and to grant 
what the said Committee request, so far as it may be 


possible to do.

Mr. Judd went into the history of the early 
appointment of foreigners in the Government service - 
stated that though Mr. Richards, he and Mr. Armstrong 
had in former years assisted in the deliberations of 
the Legislature, they had never voted - that he did 
not consider that the House of Nobles had any power 
to recommend to the King whom he should appoint to 
act with them - that they were bound to receive 
respectfully whomsoever the King might appoint as 
Nobles - and that he would consider it as very novel 
at least that any foreigner should be created one of 
the Nobles of the land, to sit there for life, 

fr. Wyllie explained his reasons for believing 
that under the 72 article of the Constitution, the 
Privy Council had no power whatever to recommend or 
nominate to the King the persons whom he should 
appoint to be members of the House of Nobles; He 
therefore moved the following Resolution

Wyllie's motion, not having understood it well at first

the king had no right to create nobles without re-

Prince Liholiho having put 
it to the vote, whether, according to the question His Majesty 
had left with the Council for their decision, this Council would 
act properly in asking the Ministers to resign. The motion was 
carried in the affirmative by a majority of 5 to 4.

This important fact I over- 
looked; Fe did not however state that he had not 
included the balances of Superintendant of Bureau of 
Pub. Improvements and of the Clerk of Honolulu Market 
of 1352, both of which have been paid, though at this 
office and not by the Minister. 

As the Resolution of the Privy Council contempla- 
ted the exhibition by each Minister of the Accounts of 
the several objects included included in his Depart- 
ment by the Appropriation Bill.
